nothing was f.uther from the intention 
of these poor he-devilled wretcfies than 
a massacie. The truth is that they be- 
gan to inquire among thrmselvcs whith- 
er there was- no remedy for the condi- 
tion of things under which they were 
suRVung nud being fleeced, and one of 
their leaclirs finally issui-d a call fora 
Convention, the main object of which

Xo doubt it 
was fiileiilated that the dissemination of 
this story would alienate the s\ mpathiea 
of the country from the Georgia negroes, 
and place them in so perilous a position 
that they would be glad to secure free- 
dom from molestation nt almost any sac- 
rifice. But the cunning contrivers of 
this plot had failed to take into account 
the most important, factor in the situa- 
tion— the ubiquitous uows reporters, 
who ruthlessly prick every sensation 
babble, and t"elecriphstho nal-.ol facts 
over the length and breadth of the land.
